It us- 
ually gets 30 to 40 proposals each 
session and makes its selection 
during the last week. 


The new tax proposal represents 


a third 
consecutive attempt to 


voter approval of a measure to 
give cities and counties authority 
to raise needed revenue at the 
local level. 


The 1959 Legislature proposed 


an amendment to boost the cities' 
capital improvements tax 
from 


five to 10 mills, but voters reject- 
ed it in 1960. The General As- 
sembly came back in 1961 with 
an amendment to give cities and 
counties broad taxing powers sub- 
ject to voter approval. This one 
was defeated last November. 


The current amendment does 


not require a popular vote-before 
a tax can be levied but Faubus 
said he feels the 10-mill .limit will 
have popular appeal. 


Tax rates for capital improve- 


ments would not be affected by 
the new amendment. 


Sen. Cla'rence Belli of Parkin in- 


troduced a hill set at a moddst 
minimum salary for teachers. 


Bell's minimums would range 


from $1.800 for non-degree teach- 
ers to $3,300 for those with mas- 
ters degrees in 1963-64. The fol- 
lowing year the floor would be

Subzero Cold 
Persists in 
Midwest

Subzero cold persisted in sec- 


tions of the Midwest and North- 
east today but a warming trend 
appeared on the way for most of . 
the eastern half of the nation.

The below zero zone in the Mid- 


west was confined to the extreme 
eastern Dakotas, Minnesota, west- 
ern half of Wisconsin, northeast- 
ern Nebraska, most) of Iowa and 
in parts of northern Illinois. 


In Lone Rock, Wis., one of the 


nation's' coldest spots during the 
severe spell of frigid weather in 
the last week, the mercury made 
a rapid rise Wednesday 
after 


dropping to —37 in the morning, 
It was only —3 at 11 p.m. but 
four hours later, the mercury had 
dropped to 26 below, averaging a 
descent of nearly eight degrees 
an hour. It was —15 in nearby 
Madison.

Minne- 
apolis with six below, had its 
warmest morning this week. 


In the Northeast, lowest temper-

The cold air also swept 
into New York State Wednesday, 
dropping temperatures to subzero 
marks, with records for the date 
in some cities. But readings gen- 
erally were above zero this morn- 
ing.

Oliver Keeps 
Silent on 
Truck Weight 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Highway 


Director F. R. Oliver declined to- 
day to discuss Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus' proposals on increasing 
truck weight limits in Arkansas. 


But Oliver indicated in an inter- 


view that some kind of weight in- 
crease bill might be acceptable to 
the Highway Department. 


Faubus said in his inaugural ad- 


dress Tuesday that he would favor 
raising the weight limit by 8,000 
pounds if the boost was tied to a 
tax increase on large trucks, and 
if heavy trucks were barred from 
secondary roads. 


Oliver carried the fight against 


a 1961 truck weight bill which was 
defeated in the House after pass- 
ing the Senate. 


Then, as now, truckers wanted 


the maximum weight set at 73,280 
pounds instead of the present lim- 
it of 56,000 pounds, which does nol 
include the weight of the front 
axle. 


Oliver said today that the 73,28( 


pound limit in some cases woulc 
amount to an increase of only 
5,280 pounds because some truck 
ers now place 12,000 pounds o 
weight on the front axle. 


The 12,000 pounds on the fron 


axle plus the 56,000 permitted on 
other axles would result in 
maximum 
w e i g h t 
of 
56,0(X 


pounds. 


Oliver 
seemed 
satisfied tha 


none of the proposals being acl 
vanced call for changing the cur 
rent weight limits on any one axle. 
The limit for a single axle now 
is 18,000 pounds with a 32,000 
pound limit for a tandem axle. 


Oliver said national highway ex- 


perts are coming around to the 
theory that the real basis for lim- 
iting loads should be the weight 
on the axle. 


Oliver1 said that if he is called 


to testify before a legislative com- 
mittee considering truck weights, 
he may propose setting a maxi- 
mum speed limit for trucks which 
is at least 10 miles per hour below 
that for passenger automobiles. 


He cited two reasons for recom- 


mending the difference in speed

late Tuesday after several sep- 
arate meetings with negotiators 
on each side.

crippled shipping in ports from 
Maine to Texas. 


Presidential press secretary Pi- 


erre declined in Washington to 
comment on Reynolds' statement. 


Unless there is a settlement, 


soon, the President will be re- 
quired by the Taft-Hartley Act to 
report the situation to Congress 
along with any special legislative 
plans he might have to end the 
deadlock. 


Kennedy ended a four-day dock 


strike last October by invoking 
the national emergency clauses 
of the! Taft-Hartley Act. An 80-

cooling-off period was or- 


dered, and the men went back to 
work. When the 80-day injunction 
expired without a contract agree- 
ment, the dockers resumed the 
strike Dec. 23. 


Reynolds criticized both sides—

No. 1—For single persons and 


married couples filing separately.

No. 3—For unmarried or legal- 


ly separated taxpayers who can 
qualify as "heads of household." 
More in detail on that later. 


No. 2—For married people fil- 


ing jointly and certain widows 
and widowers. Remember: both 
husband and wife must sign- a 
joint return to have it considered 
joint. 


Anyone filing a return gets a 


$600 exemption for himself, $1,200 
if he's over 65, and! $600 more 
if he's blind at any age. 


He gets the same exemption for 


his wife if she fits the rules. Here 
are the rules: 


A wife doesn't have to file a 


return if she had' no 1962 income. 


j You can file your own, claiming 
a $600 exemption for yourself, an- 
' other $fiOO for her. But, because 


i you alone filed, you'd have to use 
schedule No. 1, the highest rate. 


That's losing money because a 


wife without income can file .joint- 
ly with you., Yott'cf stilF flake the 
two $000 exemptions but would 
use schedule No. 2 with the low- 
est tax rate. Most married peo- 
ple do this. 


There arc some special excep- 


tions where a husband and wife 
come out ahead filing separately.
